There are always some persons who will give their 
services gratis to such research labor, but they are not easy to find and some 
of them are not equipped or suited to render acceptable service. Suggestions are 
importuned.

REPORT OF CHANCERY COMMITTEE 


Your Committee on Chancery Practice during the past year received recom- 
mendations regarding an amendment of the Chancery Act so as to clarify the 


provisions governing the time for appearance and the time for filing answer, 
reply and other pleadings. 


Acting upon these suggestions, your committee drafted a bill which was 
later introduced during the 1945 session of the Legislature as House Bill 74. 


The statute was enacted as Chapter 22730 Acts of 1945. It amends section 48.14, 
63.06 and 63.32 Florida Statutes, 1941. 


The amendment of section 48.14 is the Constructive Service Statute. This 
amendment requires the defendant’s appearance to be entered on the date fixed 
in the notice to appear, and authorizes the clerk to enter a decree pro confess» 
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or a default at any time when the defendant is found to be in default for want 
of an appearance. 

The amendment of section 63.06 makes the Chancery Act conform, so as 
expressly to provide that when service is made by publication the defendant 
shall file his appearance on the day fixed in the notice to appear. . 

The amendment of section 63.32, which is the Chancery Act, requires the 
answer to be filed on the next rule day, or the first rule day, occurring not less 
than ten days after the appearance day. 

The committee desires especially to acknowledge gratefully the services 
rendered by Senator John E. Mathews and Representative Te Carlton, of 
Duval County, in securing the passage of this statute.

REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE 
ON ECONOMICS OF THE BAR 


The project of that Committee for this year was the sending out of ques- 
tionnaires to the members of the Bar of the State of Florida and to the Florida 
lawyers in the armed services, for the purpose of aiding the latter in their loca- 
tion problems on their release from service. The questionnaires were prepared 
and an estimate made of the cost of performing this work, and a recommendation 
was submitted at the last Convention. That Convention ruled that the decision 
as to whether the disbursements should be made were left to the new Board 
of Directors. The matter was called to the attention of the present officers 
of the Association following the annual Convention, and I was advised that the 
subject would be taken up when the Directors met. 

I have heard nothing from the Directors or the officers of the Association 
as to any action taken, and assume that none was taken. For this reason nothing 
further has been done by the Committee along the indicated line. It would seem 
now that so many of the lawyers who have been in the armed services have 
returned and found positions or locations, that it would be useless to attempt 
to carry out the work.

REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE 
ON GROUP INSURANCE 


Your Special Committee on Group Insurance has to report that by April 1, 
1946 all districts will be enrolled for the plan for group health and accident 
insurance that was endorsed at the last annual meeting of the association. 


Mr. William W. DuBose, of Orlando, the state agent for the two companies 
engaged jointly in writing the insurance, has divided the state into several 
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territories and charged a local agency in each of them with the duty of soliciting 
the members of the association located therein. The local agencies have can- 
vassed their respective territories by mail. 


Effort is now being made to contact the members personally and to date 
the results of this campaign are encouraging. The scope of this undertaking 
will necessarily require some further time for completion. The agents are con- 
fident, from the response to personal solicitation so far, that they will succeed 
in securing the necessary one-half of the members as subscribers for the insur- 
ance. The plan will be put in force when the required number take policies and 
within a very short time thereafter the enrollment period will expire, so that 
it is imperative that those desiring the insurance without physical examination 
or regard for past medical history respond without delay. After expiration of 


‘the enrollment period the coverage will be available only to those members who 


ean qualify to the satisfaction of the companies. 

It would be very helpful if some additional publicity could be given the plan 
through the mediums of the Florida Law Journal and the local associations 
which do not have their own plans in force; and the agents suggest that it 
would greatly facilitate their personal canvass if the members would receive 
them when they call, for it is frequently impractical for a return visit to be 
made because of the distance between the location of the agencies and the resi- 
dences of the members. 

Members in the armed forces are eligible without physical examination for 
a period of forty days after resumption of their practice. The group plan is now 
installed in the lower east coast district, the northeast district and the central 
district.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON LEGAL AID WORK 


The Committee has not had any meetings, for the members have been tied 
up with war work in their respective communities, and with their own practice, 
however, there has been some exchange of correspondence, and helpful sug- 
gestions have been received from the Chairman of the Legal Aid Committee in 
Miami. 

The war alibi is no longer available and the lawyers, like everyone else, 
should settle down upon their own reconversion problems of peacetime living 
and should again seriously recognize the need of an organized legal aid through- 
out the State. There has been little or no change in the picture during the past 
year. 
The Legal Aid organization such as exist in Jacksonville and some of the 
other large cities have been functioning. Elsewhere the lawyers of course are 
giving their time and service in cooperation with legal aid offices attached to 
the various military bases throughout the State of Florida. They have done a 
tremendous amount of good work, but these military bases are fast disappearing 
from among our midst and the attorneys throughout the State will not have the 
aid and cooperation of such organizations to spur them on to do legal aid work. 


‘As pointed out hereinabove, it is time now for the lawyers to stand on their own 


feet and do something about it.

The Dade County Bar Association has a program that is functioning well. 
They have a paid attorney and get some funds from the Community Chest. They 
hope to be able to work out a clinic arrangement with the University of Miami. 


It is true that in the smaller organizations, the attorneys do legal aid work 
after a fashion, but there is no organized legal aid work, and by organized legal 
aid it is meant a system whereby legal advice and representation is made readily 
available, at a convenient and well-advertised place during regular and fixed 
hours. The advice of course is to be given by lawyers, either paid or volunteered, 
and only to those persons who are unable to pay for services. 

The association has an obligation to the public to render this service and if 
it fulfills its duty it will have an apportunity to gain tremendously in public 
esteem and good will. 

Lawyers as a whole I think are constitutionally opposed to any form of 
socialized law and the action of our government toward other established 
professions is becoming alarming for we can scarcely pick up a newspaper with- 
out reading something about the socialization of medicine. I think it is time for 
us to recognize that sooner or later if we do not organize ourselves to care for 
the needy and their legal problems, that the Federal Governmnt will step in and 
tell us what, how and when to do it. That I am sure we do not desire. 


In connection with legal aid, it is recommended that the Bar Association 
cast off its traditional timidity and self-conscientiousness and inform the public 
of the importance of consulting lawyers in business and personal affairs instead 
of taking chances for the advice of notaries, realtors, accountants, insurance 
agents, and the like, and then to follow thru by providing that all classes of 
persons, irrespective of income, can find competent legal advice at a reasonable 
price. 


It is recommended that this committee work in close conjuncture with the 
committee on publicity and also the committee with reference to the reform of 
some of our Archaic laws. 


One of the greatest stumbling blocks in the way of efficiently operating a 
legal aid system is when needy persons come for assistance in the collection of 
a small claim, we do not have any Court where a small claim can be quickly and 
economically litigated and our exemption laws are such that if a judgment is 
procured, it is virtually impossible to effect any collection. A remedy without 
any relief is a mockery. There is a small claims Court in Dade County which is 
working to a decided advantage. 

In conclusion, the committee believes this will be the last call to the lawyers 
to take leadership in legal aid work and by doing so, to win the gratitude and 
respect of the community. If this call is answered, civilian welfare agents can 
be counted on to carry the burden of organized legal aid throughout the coun- 
try. If the call is not answered, we will have Washington telling us when, 
where and how we will have to do it.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON LEGAL INSTITUTES 


The letter of February 25, 1946 from the Secretary was the first informa- 
tion I had ever received of my appointment on the Legal Institute Committee. 
I should have read the July Journal but, at that time, I was on a vacation and 
probably missed it. I do not believe, however, that it will make any material 
difference for the reasons which I have hereinafter set forth. 


I was chairman of this committee appointed by Warren L. Jones when he 
was President of the Bar Association. With the approval of the entire committee, 
-I filed a report in substance, that it would be bad policy to attempt to hold any 
Legal Institutes during the War because of the extreme difficulty in creating 
interest in such institute. This report went on to state that the intense interest 
of all of the lawyers in the progress of the War and in the events in connection 
therewith, caused a corresponding lack of interest in abstract legal discussions. 
It was the unanimous conclusion of all of the members of the committee that 
should a Legal Institute have been held, in all probability it would have done 
more herm than good, in that it would not have been nroperly attended, and 
it would not have had the proper interest of the lawyers therein. 


It is true that during the last year the War has been concluded, but the 
effects thereof continue, and, as a consequence, the same reasons given for not 
holding the Legal Institutes are applicable at the present time. I am of the 
opinion that in the near future such institutes should be held, and that the 
interest of the lawyers can be had, but I am also of the opinion that institutes 
could not successfully have been had during the past year. 

Of course, the contents of this report are the opinions of the writer thereof. 
I have not had the time to consult with the other members named on the com- 
raittee.

REPORT OF MARRIED WOMEN’S RIGHTS 
COMMITTEE, FLORIDA STATE BAR ASSOCIATION 


The Committee on Married Women’s Rights reports a growing number of 
cases appearing in the courts of Florida calling for interpretation of the Married 
Women’s Act, which Act was sponsored by this committee. Your committee is 
studying each case, and the decisions thereon to the end, that eventually a com- 
pilation may be made showing the Act in its judicial evolution. 


In 1945, a member of this committee, Miss Baker, joined other legislators 
in introducing a Women’s Jury Bill. Your committee did not formally join the 
sponsors of the Bill, i.e. Florida Federation of Business and Professional 
Women’s Clubs, Florida Federation of Women’s Clubs, but the individual mem- 
bers did what they could to help its passage, and the Chairman kept committee 
members advised as to its progress. Unfortunately, the Women’s Jury Bill did 
not become a law. 

Throughout the United States, in fact the world, progressive laws for women 
march shead. A number of states in 1945, followed the lead of New York in 
passing Equal Pay for Equal Work laws. Labor and management in their recent 
conference agreed on ene noint, namely: no d‘scrimination shall be made because 
of race or sex. The United Nations Organizations adopted in its preamble a 
paragraph calling for complete equality between sexes under the law. The Con- 
gress of the United States considers comparable legislation. 
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It is the hope of your committee that Florida may keep abreast of these 
progressive trends, until there is need to abolish the remaining disabilities of 
coverature. In order to accomplish this, it is the opinion of your Chairman that 
the inheritance laws should be so equalized as to give husbands an inheritable 
interest in their wive’s estates. Then as in our neighboring state of Georgia, the 
double signature could be abolished for both spouses. Inheritance could attach 


only to such property as is owned by the deceased. These matters are so handled 
in two-thirds of the states. 


Meanwhile, it is the hope of your committee to continue as a watch dog for 
the rights of Florida women.

REPORT OF PROBATE 
AND GUARDIANSHIP COMMITTEE 


The Probate and Guardianship Committee reports that it has completed 
all the work assigned to it by the association and is ready and willing to under- 
take any other work that the association may wish it to perform. 


At the annual meeting of the association in Jacksonville, in 1943, the 
Guardianship Committee was appointed to prepare a revision of the laws per- 
taining to guardians and wards in Florida. At the 1944 annual meeting this 
committee and the Probate Committee were combined. 


GUARDIANSHIP LAWS 


The committee submitted, from time to time, revisions of the guardianship 
laws. A final draft was approved by the Florida State Bar Association, was 
submitted to the legislature, and was enacted into law by the legislature, without 
change, at the 1945 session. This law becomes effective January 1, 1946, and 
it is known as Chapter 22750. It will appear in the Florida Statutes as 
Chapters 744, 745, and 746. It governs all matters pertaining to guardians 
and wards and to the property of such wards, whether the guardianship exists 
at the time the law takes effect or arises thereafter, except that all guardian- 
ships and curatorships pending in the circuit courts at the time the law takes 
effect shall be completed in such courts according to the laws heretofore existing. 


~ PROBATE LAWS 


By Chapter 22783, the legislature reenacted completely the Probate Act of 
1943, as amended by legislatures subsequently to the year 1933. This statute 
was enacted under the guidance of the Statutory Revision Committee, in the 
Attorney General’s office, for the purpose of correcting grammatical errors 
and errors in construction. One of the duties of the Statutory Revision Com- 
mittee is to improve the language of the statutes, and it undertook to improve 
the language of the probate act without changing its meaning. The Probate 
and Guardianship Committee assisted in this work, and they believe that the 
probate act is now in better language than when originally enacted. 

This act of 1945 contained, in Section 6 thereof, a provision that all laws 
in conflict with it were repealed, except those passed at the regular session of 
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the 1945 legislature; such laws were not affected by this reenactment of the 
probate act. 

The reenactment of the probate act and the amendment of certain sections 
in 1945 has caused some confusion in the minds of the members of the bar who 
failed to read Section 6, for it appears that some of the sections of the probate 
act were enacted twice at the 1945 session of the legislature. However, when 
Section 6 is kept in mind, it is seen that the separate sections enacted at the 
1945 session should be substituted in the renacted probate act. For illustration, 
Section 731.34, pertaining to dower, appears in the reenacted probate act of 
1945 in the same form as theretofore existing, thereby perpetuating the “step- 
mother” provision, but Section 731.34, in Chapter 22847, enacted in 1945, re- 
enacts the dower statute of 1935 in the same language, except that it provides 
that the widow’s dower shall be responsible for her share of the estate taxes. 
The “stepmother” provision has now been abolished in Florida. 


The amendments to the probate act, sponsored by the Probate and Guardian- 
ship Committee, appear in Chapter 22847, enacted at the 1945 session. In 
addition to correcting the dower statute, this act improves the method of appeals 
to the circuit court from the county judge’s court, and changes the appellate 
period from the circuit court to the Supreme Court to sixty days instead of 
thirty days. However, the appellate time from the county judge’s court to 
the circuit court remains at thirty days. Chapter 22847 amends Section 732.24, 
by permitting wills to be proved before the county judge or before his clerk; 
Section 732.47 was amended so as to provide that nonresidents related within 
the third degree by blood could act as personal representatives in Florida. 


One of the important changes made by Chapter 22847 was the amendment 
to Section 733.23 of the Florida Statutes, which permits the property of an 
estate to be sold, for distribution or for any other purpose, at public or private 
sale, by the personal representative, provided the county judge authorizes or 
confirms it. The prior statute permitted the personal representative to sell 
whenever it was expedient or necessary, and this created some confusion. Now 
a personal representative may sell for distribution or for any other purpose. 
However, Section 733.26 was amended so as to provide for notice of sale when- 
ever application is made for authorization or confirmation of a sale of any 
property for distribution. This amendment was made so as to prevent fraudu- 
lent sales which would deprive interested parties of their property, without 
notice and at less than its fair value. 

Perhaps the most controversial amendment is the one pertaining to small 
estates, which was enacted in Chapter 22847 as Sections 735.01 te 735.13, 
inclusive. 

There are a number of other amendments to the probate act contained 
in Chapter 22847, all of which are now part of the law of Florida. 


PERSONS MENTALLY AND PHYSICALLY INCOMPETENT 


The committee also obtained the passage of Chapter 23157, pertaining to 
the adjudication of persons mentally and physically incompetent. This chapter 
is designed to take the place of our present guardianship statute, known as 
Chapter 746, under which curators and guardians may be appointed in the 
circuit court. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


A number of other miscellaneous bills were sponsored by the Guardianship 
and Probate Committee, all of which were enacted, and with which the members 
of the bar are familiar. 

We desire to call attention to Chapter 23126, amending Section 689.14, as to 
entailed estates, and Section 689.17, as to the Rule in Shelley’s Case. The first 
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section modernizes the law pertaining to estates tail; it abolishes estates tail 
and provides that any instrument creating an express or an implied estate tail 
shall be deemed to create an estate for life in the first taker with remainder per 
stirpes to the lineal descendants of the first taker in being at the time of his 
death. The Rule in Shelley’s Case was abolished and the reverse of its doctrine 
established. This old statute, which originated as a result of a case decided in 
1589, should have been abolished many years ago in Florida, as it has created 
a constant danger with reference to titles. 


While the committee did not sponsor Chapter 22897, pertaining to adverse 
possession under color of title, two members of the committee wrote this bill 
and submitted it to the bar association, and it approved the bill. For that 
reason, some member of the legislature submitted it, and it passed. It is 
good law.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON PROFESSIONAL 
ETHICS AND GRIEVANCES 


A few complaints were filed directly with the Chairman of the Committee. 
All of the remaining complaints came through the offices of the President and 
Secretary of the Association. In each instance the Chairman first attempted 
to make an investigation of the matter by mail and in most instances was 
able to adjust the complaint in this way. When the Chairman’s efforts were 
unavailing, the matter was referred to the member of the Committee nearest 
to the office of the attorney complained about or to the Circuit Court Commission 
or the States Attorney in such circuit. 

Three complaints were received from convicts in Raiford. Two of these 
complained about failure of attorneys to secure pardons for the convicts and 
one complaint charged the attorney with improperly entering a plea of guilty 
in the trial court. As a result of investigations by the Chairman of the 
Committee, it was found that two of the complaints were baseless. In the third 
complaint, the attorney, who had been paid $50.00 as retainer in the pardon 
proceedings, returned the retainer to the convict. 

Three complaints were filed by out-of-state attorneys against Florida attor- 
neys, charging inattention in handling collection matters. Two of these were 
satisfactorily adjusted and investigation of the third is still pending. 

One complaint was filed charging an attorney with having collected a 
judgment and failing to remit the same to his client. The Chairman of the 
Committee investigated this personally and restitution was made by the attorney. 
The Chairman was of the opinion that disciplinary proceedings were justified 
in this case but apparently under Section 39.30, Florida Statutes of 1941, 
restitution in such cases precludes disbarment. 
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One complaint was filed against an attorney by his former secretary, 
charging that he had given her bad checks for salary and had failed to remit 
social security payments. Upon investigation by the Chairman, the attorney 
agreed to make restitution and is making the same. 


Two complaints were filed charging lawyers with failure to properly repre- 
sent clients in divorce proceedings. Both of these complaints upon investigation 
appeared not to be well-founded. 


The Committee has had a series of complaints over a period of years against 
an attorney in the Seventh Circuit. We understand that disciplinary proceedings 
were commenced several years ago by the Circuit Court Commission of that 
‘circuit but for the last year and a half the President of said Circuit Court 
Commission has failed to answer any of the letters of the Committee regarding 
the progress of the proceedings. In a rather similar situation in the Fourteenth 


Circuit, letters from the Committee Chairman to the States Attorney have 
remained unanswered. 


The two above instances, where the President of a Circuit Court Commission 
and a States Attorney pay no attention to communications from the Committee, 
accent one of the weaknesses in disciplinary proceedings in this State. + Local 
authorities, especially in the smaller communities, frequently are loath to take 
action against attorneys in such communities. A state-wide disciplinary group 
with authority to institute proceedings in any community in the State would 
be much more effective. Our own Committee, although state-wide in scope, has 
practically no authority or power. An integrated bar would be very effective 
in such situations.

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COMMITTEE ON WAR WORK 


The Committee on War Work is now in its fourth year of operation. The 
following members have carried on the work of the Committee since it was first 
organized: Charles A. Mitchell, Vero Beach; Robert S. Baynard, St. Petersburg;

The Committee has one or more attorneys representing it in every county 
seat in Florida where there is a practicing attorney, as well as other cities and 
towns all over the State. The assistance and cooperation of these Florida 
attorneys as representatives of the War Work Committee have made possible 
a real contribution to the war effort. 

Since last year’s report of February, 1945, the volume of correspondence 
through the Chairman’s office continued at between two hundred (200) and 
three hundred (300) letters each month until about September of 1945, when 
there was some decrease in the number of in-coming letters. The decrease 
was more noticeable in October, 1945, when the correspondence was reduced by 
about one-half. Thereafter, to date, the correspondence through this office 
has averaged between seventy-five (75) and one hundred fifty (150) letters 
each month. 

Last fall, the American Bar Association recommended a plan whereby 
the services rendered by the State War Work Committees were continued to 
service personnel for a period of six (6) months following separation from 
active service. Furthermore, our committee work has been coordinated with the 
Florida Veterans Service Committee to effectuate a more complete service to 
the returning veterans. 

Your Chairman is again proud and very appreciative of the splendid services 


and cooperation rendered by the Committee members, the Committee repre- 
sentatives, and the whole Florida Bar.

REFRESHER COURSES AT UNIVERSITY OF 
MIAMI, SCHOOL OF LAW 


Those of us who have not been serving in the armed forces, and who have 
followed our profession as practicing attorneys during the period of hostilities 
are now pleased and honored to welcome back our fellow practioners from 
the military service. Many of these attorneys have not performed duties in 
a legal capacity during the past four years, although many of them were 
outstanding members of the bar in their respective communities, for the 
reason that the armed forces did not require so great a number in a legal 
capacity. Consequently, these men were assigned duties in fields other than 
law, including actual combat. 


These men deserve our credit and every consideration should be shown 
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_ them in their return to the practice of law. It is for the above reason that 
the American Bar Association, the State Bar Association, and the Local Bar 
Associations have approved and urged the accredited Refresher Law- Course 
which is available to the returning veteran lawyer under the “G. I. Bill of 
Rights”. One of the Universities co-operating in the above plan with the 
desire to assist the veteran lawyers is the University of Miami School of 
Law, of which Doctor Russell A. Rasco is Dean. This Refresher Course is 
offered for three hour periods on three nights of each week for a period of 
eleven weeks. The tuition and books are furnished by the Veteran’s Admin- 
istration, and there is no charge to the veterans. The purpose of this course 
is to acquaint the veteran lawyer of the statutes which have been enacted 
during his absence, and to review such court decisions which modified, over- 
ruled, or otherwise altered cases which were accepted at the time of the 
veteran’s entrance into the service of his country. There are also veterans 
from other states matriculated with the view of preparing for the Florida 
Bar Examination. 


Dean Rasco reports an enrollment of approximately one hundred and 
fifteen students in the present class which first convened in January. The 
University of Miami is to be congratulated for its timely assistance to our 
fellow attorneys. We will all consider it a pleasure to assist our local 
returnees in every way possible in the re-establishment of their practice. The 
Florida Bar Association takes this opportunity to extend a hearty welcome to 
these deserving members of our organization.
